In discussing the assertion contained 
in the report that “the ruin of its com- 
petitor hes been a distinct part of the 
policy of the tSandard Oj] Company,” the 
commission eays that one metirod has 
been the organization of a perfect sys- 
tem of esplonage over the establishments 
of its competitors resulting in knowledge 
as to the destination of the railway car 
of oil leaving the refinery of an independ- 
ent refinery. The Standard agent at the 
destination says the representative is heid 
responsible if the independent oil is sold. 


Railroad Agents Aid Trust. 

The report continues: 

“It doe@ not appear that the railroad 
companies have directed the furnishing 
of this information, or that this practice 
has been sanctioned by superior Officials 
of the roads, but it does appear that 
such information is systematically ob- 
tained from railroad employees. The 
testimony shows that the Standard at 
one time, if it does not now, devoted 
a fund to the purpose of oDtaining this 
information. It has frequently happen- 
ed when the supply Of independent oil 
in a particular territory was low and a 
shipment was peculiarly necessary that 
the shipment has umaccountably gone 
astray. Information also appears. to 
have ben given the Union Tank line, a 
creature of the Standard, concerning 
the whereabouts of its cars, while such 
information was not furnished to other 
owners of tank cars and sOme discrim- 
ination in tank car mileage in favor of 
the tank line is shown for one railroad.” 

The assertion is made that It igs the 
practice of the Standard, whenever a 
competitor erects a storage tank to 
which the oi] is transferred from the 
| tank car, to reduce the price of oi] in 
that locality to such a point as to make 
the business unprofitable to such a com- 
petitOr, wwhile prices were maintained in 
other localities. There Was much com- 
plaint that the railroad allowed the 
Standard to erect its tanks at convenient 
points on the railroad right of way and 
declined to accord this privilege to the 
independent refiners. The commission 
says it is satisfied that such diserim- 
ination has been very generally prac- 
ticed in the past. 


Oil Trust Squeezes Railroad. 

The report shows that, “at present 
every considerable railroad _ in the 
United States is buying of the Galena 
Oil] Company, one of the Standard com- 
panies, most of its lubricating and signal 
oils, the prices paid for lubricating oil, 
which is of three grades, being substan- 
tially the same to the various roads, 
The contracts generally contain a guar- 
antee to the road that the cost of lubri- 
cating shall not exceed a certain sum 
per mile or engine mile, and provide 
for oil inspectors appointed. by the oil 
company to supervise the use of the 
oil. The Galena company is rarely ¢call- 
ed upon to pay anything under the 
guaranty, and the prices obDtained by 
the oil company are extravagantly high. 
| Oils of the same grade could be bought 
in the open market for about one-half 
the Galena company’s prices.” 

The report severely arrgigns the Stan- 
dard's methods of competition. On this 
point it says in part: 

“The Standard has repeatedly, after be- 
coming the owner of a competing com- 
pany, continued to operate it under the 
old name, carrying the idea to the public 
that the company was still independent 
and competing with the Standard. It 
has used such purchases, or independent- 
ly organized companies to kill off com- 
petitors by such companies reducing 
prices. The organization of such fake 
independent concerns has been one of its 
most effective means of destroying com- 
petition. The Standard has usually re- 
duced the price against its, competitor 
in a particular locality, while maintaining 
its prices at other places. 

“When competition was destroyed it 
advanced or restored former prices. The 
Standard has sold different grades of oil 
at different prices from the same bar- 
rel. It hae paid employees of independent 
oil companies for information as to the 
business of the competitors and has paid 
employees of individual companies to se- 
cure the adoption of its oil In preference 
to that of its competitors, It has follow- 
ed every barrel of independent oil to its 
destination, It® agents are instructed to 
secure customers at any sacrifice, It has 
tampered with the oil Inspectors in dif- 
ferent states. The laws of several states 
concerning the inspection of oil are sin- 
gularly defective and this has been turned 
to profit by the Standard.

It will go on the floor 
of the house,’ Mr, Elliott shouted in 
reply. | 

‘General Grosvenor will interfere when- 
ever he wants to. Take it into the house 
as soon as yqu wish,’ Mr. Grosvenor re- 
plied calmly. 

The controversy arose through Profes- 
sor Elliott's attempt to read to the com- 
mittee much testimony concerning the! 
case of the J. Hamilton Lewis sealing) 
vessel, which was finally settled before, 
The Hague tribunal, 

General Grosvenor, Chairman Payne, 
Representative Dalzell, and the other 
members of the company attempted to 
explain to Mr. Elliott that the documents 
he was reading were of no value in the 
hearing, but he resented théir interrup- 
tions and attacked tae members of the 
committee with a vehemence which af- 
forde? much amusement to the commit- 
tee ang the spectators gathered in the 
room, 

Mr. Elliott devoted practically the en- 
tire morning to a diseussion of the J.| 
Hamilton Lewis case, citing it as proof 
claim that the North American 
Commercial company, which nolds a con- 
cession from the United States to take 
seals in Alaskan waters, obtained the con- 
cession fraudulently, and should not be 
permitted to continue seal fishing. 

At the conclusion of the statement by 
Mr. Elliott, the hearing was declared 
closed. 


TO RESTORE WRECKED FORTS. 


Appropriations to Repair Damage 
Wrought by Gulf Storm. 

Washington, January 28.—The bill 
making appropriation for fortifications 
and other works of defense was re- 
ported to the senate by Mr. Perkins. 

It carries $7,353,589, an increase of 
$1,941,706 over the bill as passed by 
the house. The principal items of in- 
crease are to restOre fortifications along 
the south Atlantic and gulf of Mexico 
coast which were injured by the storm 
fast September. These items include 
$112,800 for Fort Moultrie, 8. C.: $453.- 
550 at Forts Pickering and McBee, Fia.; 
$54,678 for Pensacola harbor, Florida, 
and $544,750 at Mobile, Ala., and $139,- 
800 at Fort St. Philips, La. Another 
appropriation of $30,878 was made to 
replace ammunition and ordnance de- 
stroyed by the same storm. 

The senate increased by $500,000 the 
appropriation for fire contro] of fortifi- 
cations and increased $100,000 the ap- 
propriation for protection and repair Of 
fortifications. 


The Standard was given permission to 
cxplain, or rebut the facts. This evi- 
dence, if true, demonstrates that the com- 
petitive methods of the company in the 
past have been unfair and even disreput- 
able. Its motto ha® been the déestruc- 
tion of competition at any cost, and this 
policy has been pursued without much 
reference to decency, or conscience, and 
it is significant that the larger indepen- 
dent refiners sell the greater part of 
their product in foreign countries. One 
independent testified that 75 er cent of 
his product went abroad and said he 
could compete with the Standard Oi] 
Company where its metheds as followed 
in this country would not be tolerated, 
but that he could bot compete with it 
here,”’ 

On the question of remedies the report 
makes these observations: 

“More than anything else, pipe lines 
have been contributed to the oil monop- 
Oly, and its supremacy must be contin- 
ued until its rivals enjoy the same trans- 
portation facilities. The amended act to 
commerce makes the existing 
lines common carriers, subject to 
that act, ang the power to prescribe just 
and reasonable rates, regulations, and 
practices, after complaint and hearing is 
conferred upon the commission. But the 
pipe line tariffs filed with the commis- 
sion are alleged to be of no actual ad- 


vantage to the independent operators. 
The commission can only act upon these 
schedules after complaint nas been made, 
challenging specific rates, regulations, or 
practice. Some complaints are now pen- 
ding. How far the amended act will 
prove adequate to the correction of such 
injustice as now exists in respect to this 
traffic remains to be seen.

present law.”
